— E. A. Schell submitted the following report as 
President of the College: 
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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE IOWA WESLEYAN COLLEGE. 

Mt. Pleasant, Iowa, August 28, 1916. 
Dear Fathers and Brothers: — 

No formal report can embody the hopes, fears and progress of 
the college since our last session one year ago. We feel that we 
have been divinely led, and the loyalty and disinterested co-opera- 
tion of the pastors of the Conference, and their encouragement in 
moments of despondency, are already a part of the great record in 
the Eternal Books. 

' The committee appointed by the Conference to negotiate with 
a like committee appointed by Parsons College went over the situ- 
ation with their committee in joint meeting and agreed “that there 
is room for only one Christian college in Southeastern Iowa.’’ 

Three special meetings of the Board of Trustees convened and 
finally, on December 20th, your committee proposed to Mt. Pleas- 
ant and Henry county that if they would raise $100,000, the Confer- 
ence would raise $150,000 to complete a quarter million. The Mt. 
Pleasant subscriptions were completed by February 1st and a spe- 
cial session of the Conference was called at Ottumwa. That meet- 
ing felt the inadequacy of the attempt to put the college on a firm 
foundation with only a quarter of a million, and an appeal was made 
for one-half million, Mt. Pleasant and Henry county to take the 
last $50,000. 

Since that time the entire Conference has been moved as never 
before, and the results in a general way you already know, viz: 
That $400,000 in good subscriptions have been obtained; that Mt. 
Pleasant and Henry county stand ready to add their $50,000, and 
that the Conference lacks of completing the entire half million 
$50,000. This latter sum was underwritten by the Mt. Pleasant 
Commercial Club. 

It does not seem to me that it would be just to put this addi- 
tional burden upon our Mt. Pleasant friends; indeed. We promised 
to complete our Conference part of the half-million by November 
1st. It will be difficult, as the last one-fifth seems to be more diffi- 
cult always than the first four-fifths; but with the loyal support of 
the brethren, by slipping about quietly over the Conference we 
ought to be able to receive the subscriptions for the last $50,000. 
However, if the Conference feels that we ought to have a financial 
agent in the field, the college trustees, I am sure, will be cheerfully 
governed by your wishes. 

This is the greatest undertaking that either the Conference or 
the college has ever participated in, and it ought to bring a thrill 
of joy to every heart to know that in the six months from January 
to July Iowa Wesleyan received more financial help from its friends 
than in all its previous, history of seventy-four years. 

(1) We must finish this half-million because we have promised 
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so to do; because we need the income from the whole amount, and 
because the test of accomplishing things to the last dollar is 
upon us. 

(2) Again, we must finish our half-million endowment because 
we ought to enter at the earliest possible hour upon a building 
campaign program. We need a new library, a new science hall, a 
new woman’s building, men’s dormitory and gymnasium, an annex 
for Hershey hall, and added equipment for many of the depart- 
ments. 

(3) Permit me, as representing the Board of Trustees, to thus 
publicly express our thanks to the Board of Education for inspir- 
ing helpfulness in our campaign; to Adam Weir, President of the 
Executive Committee, for his unfailing optimism and organizing 
genius; to Dr. W. M. Dudley, Vice-President of Simpson College, 
for his indefatigable devotion to the work of soliciting funds; and 
to the Preachers’ Aid Society for their helpful co-operation; and to 
the young men and the fathers of the Conference, who persistently 
and devotedly carried this great program to the very threshold of 
accomplishment. 

As a matter of historical record, permit me to add that a copy 
of the catalogue of 1853-54, recently come to our hands, shows that 
the institution was called Mt. Pleasant Collegiate Institute from 
1842 to 1849; that in 1850 it became Iowa Conference University and 
that the name Iowa Wesleyan University, which was retained un- 
til 1911, became the corporate title in 1854. 

It will hearten the brethren certainly to know that this last 
year on application we were admitted to the North Central Asso- 
ciation of Colleges. In all essentials we have always been governed 
by the standards of that organization, but to be definitely admit- 
ted makes assurance doubly sure, and will be the. answer on the 
part of our brethren should our educational standing be challenged.

the law and to so administer under it.

of Home Missions and Church Extension, and is making his first ^ 

official visit to the Iowa Conference, and has impressed us with 
his consecration and devotion to the work to which the Church 
has called him; 

Resolved, First, that we congratulate the Church on his 
election to this great Secretaryship, and pledge him our hearty 
co-operation in the work of Home Missions and Church Exten- 
sion. 

Second, that we welcome him to our Conference session and 
hereby invite Dr. D. D. Forsyth to visit us as frequently as the 
duties of his office will permit.

CHANGES IN PASTORS — Immediately after Conference A. H. 
Lathrop, of Fairfield, was transferred to Walla Walla, Wash, and W. 
R. Keesey, of the Minnesota Conference, was transferred in, and has 
done efficient service. At our last conference the charges were all 
filled except Newport and Valley, and immediately I secured Clyde 
Rhea, a student, for Newport, and D. U. Park for Valley, but in the 
midst of the year it was necessary to release Clyde Rhea from New- 
port and I changed D. U. Park from Valley to Newport, since which 
time Valley has been without pastoral supervision. The first of July 
I released E. B. Frye from Bonaparte to Dr. Gilbert’s District with the 
expectation of supplying Bonaparte until conference with the brother, 
Glen Frye, but owing to Chautauquas and other things the charge 
preferred to be left without pastoral supervision until this confer- 
ence. 

DEATHS — We have had two deaths during the year. On March 
the 8th, Brother G. H. Hanawalt, our pastor at Mediapolis, after a 
few weeks of illness, passed suddenly away, and the Iowa Conference 
lost one of its truest and most brotherly men. By an arrangement 
with the official board of Mediapolis Brother T. S. Pool, one of our 
superannuates, has had pastoral charge, and Sister Hanawalt was 
permitted to occupy the parsonage, and she and Brother Pool divided 
the salary, which was continued until conference. Brother Ferguson, 
one of our superannuates, has passed away during the year. Both of 
these brethren are properly noticed in our obituary service. 

HEALTH — The health of pastors and families has been good ex- 
cept that early in the year Paul Hawk, son of Brother and Sister 
Hawk, of Farmington, had a siege of typhoid. Sister Bentzinger, of 
Danville, was in the Iowa Methodist Hospital at Des Moines for an 
operation but is now well on her way to recovery. Sister Apfel, of 
Hillsboro, has been in Graham Hospital at Keokuk for the last two 
months and will probably be necessitated to remain for several 
months as she is in a critical condition. 

SALARIES — The salaries of the pastors for the most part will be 
met in full, however, we still have a few belated Methodists who 
think that a dislike for the pastor is a sufficient reason for the re- 
pudiation of a moral obligation to the Church of Christ. 

BENEVOLENCEIS — We hope that the pastors’ reports will show 
no decrease in the aggregate of our benevolences, but crop outlook. 
College Campaign, and failure of the faith of some of the pastors in 
their people’s ability and willingness, and real unwillingness on the 
part of some of the charges will keep the reports from being all they 
should be. 

BUILDING AND IMPROVEMENTS— We have had the usual 
amount of building and improvements during the year. 

Batavia church was repainted and the parsonage papered and 
painted at a cost of $220.00. 

Birmingham has raised $1500.00 to put in a basement and other 
needed improvement, and Bethel on this charge is planning to spend 
$600.00 in new roof, plastering and a new floor. 

The ladies of First Church, Burlington, have raised $6200.00 for 
a new pipe organ which will be installed this fall.

Prairie 
Chapel on this charge was sold for $350.00, and the money used as 
was directed by the last conference.

Dr. Schell reopened the 
church on December 26, 1915, raising all necessary funds. I 

Mt. Union paid a debt of $350.00, spent $125.00 on new roof and F 

$70.00 in repairs on the parsonage, and Canaan appointment on this 
charge raised $200.00 for a new piano. 

Montrose obtained a lighting system, new carpet, and changed 
the platform, costing in all $70.00. 

Fairview on Newport charge is planning a basement this fall. 

Salem spent $190.00 in repairing church and parsonage. Wesley 
Chapel class on this charge and Salem, appointment have been united 
and the churchat Wesley is to be sold. 

Sperry church has been remodeled and is all ready but the seats 
for rededication. The cost is $2200.00. There will be about $700.00 
to be raised on day of dedication. 

Wayland has spent $500.00 on improvements on the church. i 

West Burlington is remodeling the church, putting in a base- | 
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ment and stuccoing the exterior, all of which will cost about $4000.00, 
twenty-four hundred of which has been subscribed. 

Clay Grove on West Point charge is to be torn down and rebuilt 
costing about $4000.00. I believe the most of this money is in sight. 

Yarmouth expended $60,00 in improvements on the basement. 

FIELD AGENTS — The special appointed agents of the conference 
have looked after the interests for which they have been appointed 
so far as I can see. However, the conference should be careful of the 
men appointed so that we do not have the unseemly condition of a 
man appointed to do one work going over the conference knocking on 
the work some other man has been appointed by the conference to do. 

OUR COLLEGE^ — I find that my annual reports have had some- 
what of a sameness in them, in that I have reported each year prac- 
tically good work accomplished, but that we were much in need of 
more money. I had hoped that I could vary that in a measure, but 
while we have gone far beyond what any of us had expected a year 
ago, yet I am still constrained to say, that we need more money. I 
think that I can in justice employ a word we had tabooed in these 
conference reports, and say that we have had a “magnificent” year, 
hut must have more money, I have faith to believe we shall reach 
our desired sum. 

In making this my sixth and final report I desire to note a few 
of the things accomplished. In one of my early reports I called at- 
tention to the need of increased salaries for the pastors of the dis- 
trict, and in going over the statistics I find that we have averaged 
about $1000.00 a year in increase. Some of the charges are still too 
low to get the type of men needed for the best result. 

In my earlier reports I called attention to the great need of a 
sweeping revival throughout the district, and am glad to note that 
while the revival spirit has not been universal, yet pastors and lay- 
men are more awake than at any time in my ministry. 

Growing attention has been given to our Sabbath school work and 
now more than 4000 have been added to the enrollment of our schools 
in the six years. 

Much of our church and parsonage property was not in shape for 
the best work of pastors and congregations, but in the six years, or 
rather five years as I did not have at hand the report for the present 
conference year, we increased the valuation of the church and par- 
sonage property from $340, .550 of six years ago to $637,930, according 
to the published reports of a year ago, and while we had this great 
increase of valuation, we only added $13,000.00 to our indebtedness 
on said property. I regret to say however that our Benevolent inter- 
ests have not kept pace with the growth of these other matters, and 
we may deserve some of the criticism that Dr. Hollinghead seemed 
inclined to give us, but after all any one who will go over the six 
years’ work in these charges with all this building and improving 
going on, will readily understand that there should be a limit to our 
expectation of what can be reasonably accomplished. 

Remember I do not assume for a moment that these things have 
been wrought because of my work, but I am sure that no pastor will 
accuse me of refusing to stand shoulder to shoulder with him in all 
ills efforts for better and larger things. 

I now gladly put aside a work that I did not want and one from 
which I sought release time and again. While ! think the office of 
District Superintendent is the most important office in Methodism, I 
have never felt that I was called to this office. However, I have 
tried faithfully to meet the obligations of the office in the fear of God. 

I am grateful to the pastors and their families for the many 
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kindnesses shown me, and for our fellowship together. I am grateful 
to the Heavenly Father for the experiences that have come to me 
through this relation, which I believe will forever enrich my soul’s 
life.

MUSCATINE DISTRICT 

Bishop McConnell and the Members of the Iowa Conference, 

Brethren: 

I desire to submit the following report from the Muscatine 
District. 

CHANGES IN PASTORATES — In February Guernsey petitioned 
that the Koszta-Guernsey Charge be adjusted so that they could have 
the full time of the Pastor. Recognizing their need I divided the 
Charge, Rev. Burdine moved to Guernsey and we secured G. M. Criss- 
well for Koszta. Both have done excellent work. 

The first of April Rev. H. F. Bohn requested, on account of con- 
ditions in his family, that he be relieved of his Charge at Oakville. I 
consented and he asks this Conference to give him a certificate of 
location. We were fortunate in securing A. W. Starkebaum, who had 
just graduated from the Boston School of Theology, to take the Oak- 
ville Charge and he has fitted into a difficult position with high 
credit. 

In June H. W. Cannon confessed to grevious fault, involving a serious 
question of moral character, and surrendering his parchments filed 
with me a written withdrawal from the Conference and also a short 
written confession of his wrong. Through the kindness of Dr. Ten- 
nant I secured Brother E. B. Frye for the Charge, Grandview, and he 
has captured the people. 

Surely it never rains but it pours and the next to be called was 
Jesse Rudkin, who was doing so much for Ladora, but being a mem- 
ber of the cavalry, he was called to the border. For three Sundays 
we were without preaching services at Ladora but Rev. C. R. Zim- 
merman, out of the kindness of his heart, supplied them through* the 
month of August. 

HEALTH — The Pastors have generally been blessed with, good 
health and have been faithfully at work during the year. 

On July 19, Rev. R. V. Pike, our Pastor at Brighton, in company 
with Prof. Swaney and Rev. Jefferson, Pastor of the Presbyterian 
Church, at Brighton, was hurrying from the Chautauqua grounds, to 
escape a threatening storm, when, in passing near a large tree, all 
were stricken down by lightning. Brother Pike’s companions were 
both killed and he so badly shocked and nerve racked that he was 
unable to continue his work until the last Sabbath of the Conference 
year but we are glad to state that the long rest, freely given him by 
his people, has fully restored him to his usual health. 

On July 4th, Mrs. W. G. Thorne, beloved wife of our Rev. W. G. 
Thorne, after months of suffering, found relief and went home to her 
well earned reward. All are aware that she has, for many years been 
actively and most efficiently associated with the work of the Church 
and the Conference and will be greatly missed by an unusually large 
number of friends. 

FINANCE — There was an advance of a little more than $1000.00 
in the total amount apportioned for the Pastors of the District but in 
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a number of cases collections have been very slow. Much improve- 
ment has been made in business methods and there is much promise 
of further advancement in the near future. 

We must wait for the final reports of the Pastors before we can 
speak as to the contributions for the Apportioned Benevolences. On 
this line there is need of decided advance. Too many of our Metho- 
dists are not giving at all for the salvation of the world. 

The College Endowment Campaign was a heavy drain on the 
time and energy of our Pastors and, continuing as it did from March 
5th to June 30th, interfered greatly with the presentation of the 
Benevolences, but we are sure that the sacrifice was worth while ana, 
knowing now so well what it means, we would be as ready, yes more 
ready, to go in again if the need demanded. I wish here to express to 
the Pastors of the Muscatine District, and a large number of co- 
operating laymen, my most hearty appreciation of their fine loyalty 
and splendid service. Final reckonings will bring the Muscatine 
District up to about $95,000.00 subscribed for the Endowment fund. 

BUILDING AND IMPROVEMENTS— On Oct. 3, 1915, a beautiful 
new Church at West Chester, costing more than $9000.00, was dedi- 
cated. It is modern in every respect and aside from Auditorium, 
Dining Room and Kitchen, has five closed class rooms for Sunday 
School work, three of which can be thrown into one, and is fully am- 
ple for the needs of the Church and community. The finances were 
well managed and Pastor P. S. Seeds is to be congratulated not only 
in the fact that ho subscriptions were called for on dedication day 
but also that all bills against the Church are actually paid. Dr. U. 
S. Smith, of Muscatine, was the preacher of the day. 

On April 2, Bishop Bristol dedicated our new $30,000.00 Church 
at Marengo preaching both in the morning and evening and manag- 
ing the finances in a masterly way. This Church is unsurpassed for 
beauty and arrangement by any that I have seen. Rev. George 
Monkman and the Building Committee gave themselves unreservedly 
to this enterprise and it is a monument of their painstaking care and 
wisdom. 

New Church buildings are now being erected at Victor and River- 
side, and there is need that at least one more be added next year. 

Moscow, on the Sweetland Charge, finished their basement and 
greatly improved their Church building at a cost of about $1300.00. 
Yankee Point, North English Charge, has a new basement and the 
building was painted on the outside and painted and papered inside, 
at a cost of $900.00. 

Keota is improving their Church, expending about $4000.00, and 
Lone Tree is making extensive improvements on their Church proper- 
ty. The Church at Sweetland Center has been repainted and the in- 
terior newly decorated and the parsonage at the same place has been 
improved. West Liberty has paid $1900.00 for paving. 

First Church, Muscatine, has purchased and refitted a fine par- 
sonage property at a cost of about $7000.00. A new modern Parsonage 
is in course of erection at Grandview and other minor improvements 
have been made by various Charges. 

CONFERENCES AND CONVENTIONS -The fall session of the 
District Conference was held at Nichols and the spring session at 
Kalona. Both were marked by spiritual enthusiasm and a determin- 
ation to go forward in the work of the Kingdom. 

The Bpworth League is on the upgrade and we have three new 
Junior Leagues hut we do not have as many as we would if suitable 
persons could be found who would consent to act as Superintendents. 
The District League Convention was held at Wellman and was- count- 
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ed by those present as one of the best. Rev. J. H. Krenmeyre is our 
President. 

Three Sunday School Institutes were heM under the direction of 
our State Superintendent, Rev. O. G. Orcutt, and were prolific of much 
good. Brother Orcutt made a visitation of the Charges of the Dis- 
trict speaking in nearly every Charge. He emphasized, especially, the 
importance of the teacher training class and organized a large 
number of classes nearly all of which have been successfully carried 
forward. 

The year has not been marked by as many great revivals as some 
years but there is a deepening sense of the need of God and we are 
hopeful for the future. It is, however, a sad fact that we have many 
members of the Methodist church who have never put forth any 
personal effort to help Jesus save the lost and one of our great 
problems is to arouse the forces and draw up the battle lines to save 
the world. God give us grace and wisdom for the task which is be- 
fore us and which we dare not shun.

OSKALOOSA DISTRICT 

Bishop McConnell and Members of the Iowa Conference, 

Dear Brethren: 

I desire, in the beginning of this report, to express my gratitude 
to God for His loving care and His rich blessings to me and my fam- 
ily throughout the year; and I wish to say to the brethren of the 
district, both ministers and laymen, that I appreciate their Christian 
fellowship, and their brotherly co-operation in all the work of the 
Kingdom. 

We rejoice that in general the health of the parsonage families 
has been good since our last Annual Conference. 

We were greatly grieved when, on the 30th of last March, our 
beloved brother. Rev. Ira 0. Kemble, went away from us but we know 
that he went over to our Heavenly Home and we are comforted. 

About the first of January, Bishop Bristol transferred T. K. Hol- 
liday to the Northwest Iowa Conference. I secured Forest A. Moore to 
supply Attica until March 1st when I changed C. E. Fitzsimmons 
from Reasnor to Attica and appointed Forest A. Moore to Reasnor. 
This has proved a happy adjustment. At his request, I released Wm. 
Zabilka from the Taintor-Sully charge about February 1st that ho 
might accept appointment to our church at Cripple Creek, Colorado; 
and after a few weeks I separated Sully and Taintor, changing A. B. 
Richards from Evans to Sully, and Arthur Hueser from Givin to 
Taintor. On March first I found it necessary to make a change at 
Harvey. The people were not willing to be served by a student 
pastor. I removed Geo. R. Pottorf, and, on April 1st, placed A. J. 
Behner in charge. He has been doing faithful and efficient work. 
Brother Pottorf was used on the Taintor-Sully charge and at Ewart 
until he graduated from Penn College in June when he went to 
Kansas. For several years C. L. Rubottom has been thinking of ask- 
ing for a location and when an opportunity to enter a position in 
music came to him last March, he asked to be relaesed from the 
Ewart charge and to be granted a location at this conference. The 
first of June I changed Russell J. Arms from Peoria to Ewart and he 
has served that circuit very acceptably. 
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I have some weak, detached churches where it is very difficult to 
provide regular and continuous services; Haysville, Peoria, Green- 
wood, Givin, Evans and Riverside. This last named church has now 
been leased to the United Brethren for five years. McClintock church 
has been abandoned and this conference will be asked to authorize 
the sale of it, the proceeds to be used in improvements on the Tracey 
church.. 

Guy J. Winslow, A. B. Richards, Russell J. Arms, and A. J. Beh- 
ner,. who have supplied for me the whole or a part of the year, are 
recommended by the District Conference for Admission on Trial. 

At the First Quartrly Conference, some charges fixed the support 
for the pastor at less than that of last year, some made no change, 
and some increased it. Those making increase were: Brooklyn, 

Hedrick, Montezuma and Thornburg, each $100; Cedar $65; Eddyville 
and Malcolm each $150; Bussey and Killduff each $200; Delta $300 by 
the addition of three country churches; and What Cheer $400. There 
will be some deficiencies on the district, but their total will be less 
than last year. 

Prom the reports which are in, the total amount raised for 
benevolences will be some greater than last year though the increase 
will not be large. When all our ministers and laymen come to see the 
importance of church finance and get to doing the business of the 
church in a business-like way there will be no deficiences in minis- 
terial support and the claims for benevolences will be; met in full. 

We held two sessions of the District Conference, one at Deep 
River in October, the other at Delta in June when Bishop Stunts 
honored us with an instructive address on South America. These 
conferences were full of inspiration and helpfullness. The Des 
Moines Branch of the W. F. M. S. held its quarterly meeting in Oska- 
loosa, July 6 and 7. The Annual District Conventions of the W. P. M. 
S. and of the W. H. M. S. were held in Cedar and Oskaloosa, April 2 
and 3; and 3 and 4, respectively. These all were with great profit to 
their members and friends, in giving missionary information and 
inspiration. The Annual District Epworth League Convention con- 
vened in What Cheer, June 21-23, and was declared the best in years 
by those who have been the League workers of the district. 

This year has been one of marked advance in new and improved 
buildings. We have had five church dedications. The Delta church, 
A. A. Heath, pastor, put in a .large, well furnished basement, re- 
modeled their building and installed a steam heating plant at a cost 
of $3600.00. The building was dedicated, January 16, J. W. DeYoe 
having charge. The new Tool’s Chapel built under the pastorate of 
C. E. Fitzsimmons at a cost of $5600.00 was dedicated February 6. 
The cement building at Ollie was completed under the splendid 
leadership of Richard Collier at a cost of $7500.00 and was dedicated 
April 9. The people of Mt. Zion on the Killduff charge, W. J. Fowler, 
pastor, dedicated their beautiful brick-veneer church on June 18. Tt 
cost $8000.00. Beulah church on the Barnes City charge, C. W. 
Cochran, pastor, has been remodeled and refurnished. • A large base- 
ment was built and furnace installed. The total cost was $2600.00. 
The building was dedicated last Sunday, August 27. The dedicatory 
services of the last named four churches were in charge of Dr. E. 
A. Schell, President of Iowa Wesleyan. 

A new church at Thornburg is nearing completion, C. G. Ellis, 
pastor. At Beacon, W. N. Hall, pastor, we bought the church proper- 
ty of the Congregationalists, moved our church to it, .ioined the two 
buildings and have a large commodious structure ready for dedica- 
tion on September 24. The total cost will be $1500.00 or more. Knox_ 
ville.has remodeled and modernized the parsonage costing more than.

$3000.00. Oskaloosa raised $10,000.00 for debt and improvement. 
New Sharon raised $2400.00 on debt, also built a new garage. Tracey, 
at a cost of $2000.00, built a church basement, put in a furnace and- 
light plant, redecorated and made a tennis court on the church lawn. 
Since taking charge of Attica Circuit, March 1st, Brother Fitzsim- 
mons has secured $2300.00 in subscriptions for a new church at Zion. 

Some minor improvements are:- Hamilton, light plant and new 
floor, $100.00; Deep River, parsonage papering and painting and 
cement work, $75.00; Ewart, new light plant and papering and paint- 
ing at church and parsonage, $175.00; Eddyville, electric fans and 
repairs, $85.00; Fremont, painting parsonage and repairs, $130.00; 
Grinnell is now improving the Sunday School room at cost of $500.00; 
Hedrick, repairs $200; Pella, bath-room with city water, papering, 
etc., $316.00; Sigourney, electric fans, etc., $85.00; Harvey, cement 
walks; Mt. Pleasant, on Kellogg charge, furnace installed; Lynnville, 
new church carpet; Montezuma, new garage and papering of parson- 
age; What Cheer, new piano and papering and painting. 

The appeal for funds for the endowment of Iowa Wesleyan met 
with a hearty response from both the ministers and laymen. The 
subscriptions in our district total $57,397.00. We hope to find some- 
one who will give $25,000.00 to name a chair. 

In our Sunday Schools during the year. Miss Elizabeth Dean has 
been giving her entire time, as efficiency secretary. Many of the 
schools have been greatly improved under her supervision. She will 
continue in the work another year. We have 82 Methodist Sunday 
Schools in the district; we have 33 cradle.rolls; 12 home depart- 
ments; 18 organized classes in the teen age; 21 organized classes of 
adults; 7 teacher training classes; and 21 schools use graded lessons 
in part; one uses the graded system throughout the school. 

We have 43 Epworth Leagues on the district with a membership 
of about 1500; and 9 Junior Epworth Leagues with a small member- 
ship. We have 52 Ladies Aid Societies doing excellent work build- 
ing up the social life and helping in the finances. We have 14 auxil- 
iaries in the W. F. M. S. and 13 in the W. H. M. S.; 13 Standard Bear- 
er societies; 8 Queen Esther Circles; 6 King’s Herald Bands; 4 Home 
Guard Bands; 6 Little Light Bearer Bands and 7 Mother’s Jewels 
Bands. The Gospel Teams in many places have rendered good ser- 
vice in evangelism. With some teams, however, there seems a bane- 
ful disposition to work independently of the pastor and to ignore the 
church. Gospel Teams will prove beneficial only as they serve the 
Kingdom of Christ in connection with His organized church. 

We have about 90 churches and 40 preachers, including supplies. 
In the main these pastors and their people have labored faithfully 
and efficiently, and God has crowned their labors with marked sue, 
cess in all lines of church activity. Our brother in detached service. 
Dr. W. P. Stoddard, continues lo give excellent service to the Iowa 
Methodist Hospital, and we rejoice in his ability. 

Some people think that revivals form the only sign of progress 
in the church. However, there are others; devotion to the regular 
church work, liberality in its support, breadth of vision and sym- 
pathy with the needs of humanity; these mark spiritual prosperity. 
While this has not been a year of great revivals for us, it has been 



a year of healthy and permanent growth.

OTTUMWA DISTRICT 

Bishop McConnell and Brethren: 

Two charges were left to be supplied, Blakesburg and Ottumwa 
Circuit. Shortly after Conference I moved brother L. C. Moore from 
Parson to Blakesburg and supplied Parson with brother Vern C. 
Brown, local preacher who served the charge to June and then for 
his wife’s health and other good reasons moved to a charge in the N. 
W. Kansas Conference. Ottumwa Circuit has been served most of 
the year by brother C. W. Jones, local preacher from our College. 
Two of our men, Jones of the Ottumwa Ct. and Howells of Iconium, 
have left their charges, having been called with their companies to 
the border. 

CONFERENCES AND CONVENTIONS— Two sessions of the Dis- 
trict Conference were held, one in Mystic, Oct. 26 and 27 and the 
other in Keosauqua July 11, 12 and 13. Our Bpworth League Con- 
vention was held in Richland June 20, 21 and 22. The Woman’s 
Home Missionary convention was held in Bloomfield April 28, 29 and 
30. The Woman’s Foreign Missionary convention was held inOttum- 
wa First church May 5-7. 

THE WORK OF THE YEAR— 1. The District took an active part 
in the Forward Movement and was greatly blessed by so doing. A 
number of charges became “Cooperating Centers” and a goodly num- 
ber joined the “Time Legion’’. A few of the charges put on the 
“Easter Week Program’’. The Forward Movement Rally Day for the 
Conference was held in Ottumwa and was a memorable day. Bishops 
Henderson, Bristol and Hughes were with us. 

2. Most of our charges have had good revivals. The respective 
results will be tabulated in the Journal and will, I think, show that 
we have made more than a ten per cent gain in membership. 

3. Our College Campaign was a mighty blessing to the Ottumwa 
District. It has created new and larger interest in the College and 
was a means of grace to those who so generously contributed as well 
as to those who so heroicly sought the contribution. Many lessons 
in patience and in the perseverance (in holding onto their money) of 
the saints w’ere learned. 

4. Our Benevolences will, I fear, fall below last year. In some 
cases this is a mere matter of neglect and in others it is due to the 
College campaign which did not close until thelast of June and there- 
fore brought the two collections too close together. The charges 
which are working the New Financial Plan will show no difference, 
proving, as I said last year, that the new plan raises the charge 
above the freeze and thaw of passing incident. 

PROPERTY AND FINANCES — 1. With few exceptions our 
property is well insured and cared for. We have expended for im- 
provements and repairs during the year about $10,500. The prospect 
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now is that we will spend 75 or 80 thousand next year in building 
and improving. 

2. The majority of the charges will have their bills fully met 
but a few will borrow money the last day or send the preacher away 
with a deficiency. This will in no case be on account of not having 
the money in the charge but because they have waited to raise the 
money until the last few days of the conference year. 

OUR OPPORTUNITIES— 1. Let us thank God for the “Rural 
Church”, it presents one of our largest opportunities. The leavening 
factor in our Iowa today is the rural church with its vote and splen- 
did influence. Our only hope for neutralizing the evil of the city i.s 
the clean Christian influence of the country'. The “Rural Church 
problem” will be solved by the rural church. The silly and selfish 
rivalry of denominationalism will have to give way to the spirit of 
Christian enterprise for the Kingdom of God. The church building 
and service must be improved. Leadership must be found, not from 
the outside but from within the community, We must have a ministry 
which knows more or less about stock raising and farming, it will 
matter but little if it is more or less, but which knofws much about 
the healing and keeping Grace of God. A ministry which, can dis- 
cover and develop leadership and w^hich loves the country parish and 
is in no special haste to be out of it. Lest I seem in the least to 
charge the ministry with a city-lust, I hasten to add that our men 
will be glad to serve the rural church just as soon as it will furnish 
them adequate support and up to date schools. The city Methodist 
is paying vastly better in proportion to his ability than the rural 
Methodist. The rural Methodist can have what he wants and will 
pay for and if he wants it he will do just as he does when he wants 
an auto, pay for it. 

2. Another opportunity is found with the “Stranger within our 
gates”. We have in our District some 5,000 strangers who have very 
little or no spiritual care. Hundreds of them could be brought to the 
Lord in the next year if we only tried to do it. I am glad for the 
backing the last General Conference has given the District Superin- 
tendent in the matter of night schools etc., and I trust that some de- 
partment of the Home Missionary and Church Extension Board will 
find a way to greatly assist us in this splendid opportunity. We must 
Christianize the “Stranger” or he will submerge us. 
i 3. White are the harvest fields and large. Well may we pray the 

* Lord of the harvest to send forth reapers. 

i Our pastors have been faithful In the work of the year. They 

' have been loyal to the College and the Church. While there has been 

I sickness in many of. our homes during the year we are thankful that 

f all have been spared.

DISTRICT CONFERENCE RECORDS 

After examination the committee on District Conference records 
reports that the records of the different District Conferences are in 
a satisfactory condition. 



EDUCATION 

We the Committee on Education, report as follows: 

T — Board of Education. 

1. We record our pleasure as a Conference in the visit at this 
session of the newly elected Secretary of the Board of Education, Dr. 
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A. W. Harris, as well as the Assistant Secretary, Dr. John W. Ranch- 
er, a member of our own conference. The presence of these two 
representatives of the Board of Education has been a source of 
pleasure as well as of great benefit to the Conference. 

2. The loan fund of the Board of Education is an increasingly 
important item to the colleges and universities of the Church for 
those needing help in gaining the benefits of a Christian education. 
Last year the Board gave help to 2,200 students in the various col- 
leges and to this date have aided 23,000. The Childrens Day collec. 
tion of the Church provides annually for the loan fund about $85,000 
while the actual need is for $140,000. The only other source of 
income for the Board to provide this amount is from the collection 
of the loans previously made. We urge upon the beneficiaries as 
well as those handling the loans in the colleges that the best en- 
deavors be made to secure payment of the loans at the earliest pos- 
sible date after leaving college. 

3. We note with pleasure the movement in the church at large 
to secure the Jubilee Offering of something like $20,000,000 for the 
cause of education in the next twenty months. We are sure that un- 
der the efficient organization being completed by the authorities of 
the Board of Education, this hope and expectation will be realized. 

4. The General Conference places the supervision of religious 
work in state educational institutions, in large measure, under the 
direction of the Boards of Education and Home Missions. As there 
has not been opportunity to formulate plans by these boards, we 
recommend for the ensuing year the same plan for support as that 
provided one year ago, namely, two cents per member from the Iowa 
Conference. 

II— IOWA WESLEYAN COLLEGE. 

1. We congratulate the College and Conference on the great 
movement launched since our last Conference for $500,000 of endow- 
ment for Iowa Wesleyan College. This movement resulted in an 
offering of $100,000 from Mt. Pleasant and Henry County at the out- 
set and in the pledge of Mt. Pleasant and Henry County for $50,000 
more. The $350,000 for the Conference was closed at midnight June 
30, after a magnificent canvass of the Conference — by the guarantee 
of the Mt. Pleasant Commercial Club of the balance then needed v>f 
about $48,000. The whole movement was a wonderful one and the 
leaders. Dr. Hancher of the Board of Education, President Schell of 
the College and District Superintendents of the Conference, together 
with their many assistants accomplished a wonderful work. The 
immediate effect upon the college is shown in the outlook for the en- 
suing year of a banner enrollment. 

The action of the Mt. Pleasant Commercial Club in the time of 
great need in closing the campaign was most commendable. The 
amount guaranteed by them should be made good by personal gifts 
from friends of the College. We recommend that President Schell, 
and his assistant, Mr. Herbert N. Jeffrey, undertake, in connection 
with some helpers to be obtained from the Conference, to secure the 
necessary pledges to meet this guarantee and that this amount be 
completed by the close of November. 

2. The Educational Collection report at the present Conference 
is a fine showing considering the amount of money given to the en- 
dowment during the year. It now seems that it will be, however, 
some $1,8Q0 less than that of last year and in view of the great 
financial needs of the College at the present time and that the be- 
ginning of the income from the endowment is deferred until a year 
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from next January, we urge that special efforts be made during the 
ensuing year to bring all the charges up to the apportionment of 
fifty cents a member for educational collection and we urge the 
placing of this apportionment in all the beneficiary budgets. 

3. We recommend the election of Chris Haw, Thomas Osborn 
and George T. Pulliam as trustees to succeed themselves. We recom- 
mend as visitors to Iowa Wesleyan College. Class 1917, Mrs. L. G. 
Murphy, 1918, A. B. Hightshoe, 1919, C. B. Hankins. 

HI— Theological Schools. 

We appreciate the fine quality of work done by our Theological 
schools and commend them to the young men of the Conference with 
recommendation that wherever possible they attend someone of these 
schools after the completion of the regular Liberal Arts courses. The 
Committee has direct communication from one institution, Garrett 
Biblical Institute and we quote from their report as follows: 

“A marked event in the past year at Garrett Biblical Institute 
was the breaking of ground for the new dormitories which consti- 
tute the initial unit of a group of buildings to house the school dur- 
ing the coming years. This first group, consisting of four buildings 
to house one hundred and eight students, will cost in the neighbor- 
hood of one hundred and thirty thousand dollars. The next building 
of the group, to be built it is hoped in the near future, will be the 
administration and educational building, which will probably involve 
the expenditure of at least one hundred and fifty thousand dollars.” 

“The first year’s experiment of the four quarter year has proved 
entirely satisfactory. In the matter of attendance, the Summer 
Quarter has far exceeded all expectation. Where an enrollment of 
from twenty-five to thirty was anticipated, tlie actual enrollment was 
103. The total enrollment for the year was 220, 143 in the Graduate 
School and 77 in the Diploma School. The graduating class num- 
bered 50.” 

We recommend as visitors to the Theological Schools for 1917, 
Garrett Biblical Institute, E. A. Schell. Boston School of Theology, 
U. S. Smith. Drew Theological Seminary, J. H. Cudlipp. Iliff 
School of Theology, Elmer E. Lymer.

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METHODIST HOSPITAL VISITORS 

Little did Theodore Gatchel realize when he took an injured lad 
from the streets of Des Moines to a church hospital only to find that 
someone must guarantee the helpless boy’s expenses there before he 
could be admitted, what his words on that occasion imported. Stirred 
to the depths of his sympathies, he said: “I will guarantee this bill, 

but I warn you that the Methodists will build a House of Mercy in 
Des Moines some day whose doors will be opened to the helpless poor 
without the necessity of the guarantee of the rich.” 

The Iowa Methodist Hospital was made a certainty by the im- 
pulse which expressed itself in those words and later in Theodore 
Gatchel’s deeds. Your visitors were thrilled by what they saw in the 
assembly of buildings which compose the great plant of the institu- 
tion we are proud to call the Iowa Methodist Hospital. Nearly 
$400,000 in property is owned by the corporation. The capacity of 
the institution is more than twp hundred beds. The management is 
most modern. The appliances and equipment are the best. The free 
bed service aggregates upwards of one thousand patients annually. 

The superintendency vacated by the transfer of Dr. W. T. Graham 
to state service has been filled by C. C. Hurin from Wesley Hospital, 

Chicago, who has impressed the management with his system, ideals 
and efficiency at the beginning of bis administration. The operative 
management in nurse supervision is constantly advancing and the 
Nurse Training School is a credit to our Methodism in its rank 
among such institutions, guaranteeing always a student body enroll- 
ing the finest Christian young womanhood of ours and other churches, 
enrolling at this time 110 nurses. Your visitors were impressed 
with the system in the operation of the institution, the courtesy of 
the officers and the greatness of the varied service rendered. H 

The following statement will prove of interest: Upwards of 

5,000 patients are treated annually. The value of the free bed ser. 
vice, hospital and professional, will approximate $50,000 per year. 

The business of the hospital aggregates a total of $150,000 per year 
or $400 per day to keep the doors open. The addition of the new 
Nurses’ Home, with a capacity of 150 nurses, represents $60,000, and 
is now approaching completion. This with the rebuilding of the 
heating plant makes plain the necessity for more funds. This latter 
plan as presented to the Board of Trustees involved either a tempor- 
ary adjustment or a rebuilding providing an adequate service for 
years to come and insuring comfort in the severest weather when 
an insufficient or uncertain heating system might impair the repu- 
tation of the institution, not to mention the peril to health and life of 
the patients. The latter course was determined upon by the Board ot 
Directors and $25,000 will be necessary to cover the cost. Your vis- 
itors feel that our churches should be loyal and that our men and 
women of means should make large gifts to this Christian House of 
Mercy, while our pulpits ought to be open to representatives of the 
Hospital as their schedule of appointments and itinerary permit. We 
are convinced that we have no Methodist institution in Iowa more 
worthy of our support than this great concern at the Capital City. 

We recommend the pastors at Newton and Brooklyn as Confer- 
ence visitors, and the pastors at Grinnell and First Church, Ottum- 
wa, and the District Superintendent of the Oskaloosa District as 
members of the Board of Directors. 

We felicitate the Conference on the services of Dr. W. P. Stod- 
dard as one of the Corresponding Secretaries, and we appreciate his 
success in that work. In the new plan of secretarial service, ’ii 
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which the entire state is divided between two secretaries, the Board 
of Trustees has requested the continuance of Dr. W. P. Stoddard in 
the field for the Upper Iowa and Iowa Conferences. We therefore 
request the Bishop to appoint him to that position.

STATE OF CHURCH AND COUNTRY 

Chautauquas. 

Whereas, the Chautauqua movement was inaugurated for the 
purpose of assisting in the upbuilding of Christ’s Kingdom by de- 
veloping the moral and intellectual life of the people, affording them 
an opportunity to combine .recreation and culture, and whereas, that 
which was meant for good is in many. instances being turned from 
its original purpose by commercializing the Sabbath and otherwise. 
Therefore be it resolved: 

I. That we as ministers of the Gospel enter our earnest protest 
against, in the name of the great Chautauqua movement, the break- 
ing down of the Sabbath by introducing entertainments foreign to the 
spirit of the day, or using the Sabbath as a means of financial gain, 
by charging an admission fee on that day. 

II. That we call upon our people to join us in this our solemn 
protest, and to assure the managers of these enterprises that they 
cannot count upon our support unless they heed the same. 

III. That we heartily commend the Independent Chautauqua 
Associations within the bounds of our Conference, who have hitherto 
resisted this commercial spirit, and have given our people clean, 
strong, uplifting entertainments, and have also regarded the sacred- 
ness of God’s Holy Day; and we earnestly entreat them not to for- 
sake the Chautauqua idea but to maintain the high literary and 
moral standards they have heretofore upheld. 

The Strike Settlement. 

We congratulate the country on the adjustment by congression- 
al action of the differences between the Railway Managers and the 
orders of Railway Trainmen.' 

Without pronouncing upon the wisdom of the form of that action, 
we hail as a wholesome evolution the recognition of the interest and 
equity of the general public in the case as well as that of the con- 
tracting parties in Railway Management and operation. 

Congress should not delay action which will duly conserve the 
rights of the employer and employee and the interests of the public to 
whose business, comfort and happiness, the uninterrupted operation 
of the railways, those arteries of our commerce, industry, social and 
national life, is so essential. 

With Christian sympathy for the employee and employer, we 
are convinced that the time has arrived when the power of the nation, 
that composite entity which includes us all, should take such steps 
in legislation as will render such strained relations as have made 
the whole country so distressingly anxious through the past few 
weeks, forever impossible, and to that end we urge Congress to en- 
deavor to crystalize into law the social justice, personal righteous, 
ness and moral philosophy of Jesus, the Son of God. 

Preservation of Peace. 

The awful riot of war has not yet maddened our countrj\ 
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Gratefully do we acknowledge the merciful guidance of God in 
this blessing. 

We pray for the nations at war which suffer the dark tragedy 
of a war which more and more proclaims the curse of man’s 
selfishness, and we dare hope that when the desolating conflict 
ends the ideals of free America may find such recognition in the 
Chancellories where are settled the policies of international 
relationship, that disarmament may follow in a generation and 
the destructive agencies of desolating war give place to the con- 
structive forces of education, morals and the Christian religion, 
in the consummation of a Christian civilization which shall ex- 
press the mind of Christ. 

Mexico. 

We sorrow for our distressed neighbor, the Republic of Mexico. 
We have heard with pleasure the illuminating address of our 
Bishop, Francis J. McConnell, upon the situation, and call upon 
our people to contemplate the problem as being more like that 
presented to the Good Samaritan by the victim of the thieves on 
the ancient Jericho road. In exercising our vast national power, 
America should seek some method of procedure which shall ex- 
press the spirit of neighborhood, assist the stricken people of 
Mexico, and make plain our firm purpose to do all we may be 
called upon or forced to do, in the interest of the Mexican people, 
laying stress upon education, justice, land tenure and personal 
rights, and aiming to reveal to the Mexican people the goal of 
true national greatness. Coupled with this we should make it 
plain that, whatever our course, we do not seek acquisition of 
territory or involuntary annexation of any peoples or countries to 
our imperial domain. 

Moriiioiiisin. 

We are convinced that this moral disorder yet threatens our 
domestic institutions and virtue. Polygamy is yet its chief 
menace to our homes and people. 

Our churches must begin a crusade which will insure uniform 
marriage laws throughout the Republic. One simple remedy will 
insure this. We therefore declare ourselves in favor of an amend- 
ment to the constitution of the United States giving Congress con- 
trol of the marriage relation throughout the territory of the nation, 
and we invite all church conferences, synods, presbyteries, asso- 
ciations, conventions or other ecclesiastical bodies to join with us 
in a campaign against the American Islam in favor of the 
American Home. 

Marriage and Divorce. 

In the success of such a campaign. Congress can protect our 
homes and America’s helpless children against the appalling evil 
of divorce by carefully digested and uniform marriage and divorce 
laws. In the meantime we demand that our state legislature shall 
protect the people against hasty and unwise marriages by provid- 
ing for a publication of notice of an application for license - to 
marry, to the clerk of the courts of the county in which the mar- 
riage is to occur. 

Whereas, the Roman Catholic Church in the United States has, 
by the use of its church, press and pulpit, declared their intention 
to make the United States Roman Catholic, and since our belief in 
such a purpose is justified by the pressure brought to bear upon 
the appointive power to fill more than 50 per cent of the public 
offices by Roman Catholic and Knights of Columbus, and by their 
persistent efforts by mob law and bills in congress, they have de- 
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dared their determination to throttle the free press and free 
speech, and since they have openly shown their opposition to our 
public schools, and are now demanding and receiving in some 
sections of cur country, appropriations of public monies for the 
support of their church institutions, therefore. Resolved, that we en- 
dorse the work of the Free Press Defence League, with head- 
quarters in Washington, D. C., and House Joint Resolution No. 264, 
demanding investigation of the Papal political system in the 
United States. 

STATE OF THE COUNTRY. 

Your committee to which was recommitted the report on the state 
of the country submits the following unanimous report: 

Whereas, After long years of hard struggle the legalized liquor 
traffic has at length been driven from our fair State; and 

Whereas, All experience goes to prove that the liquor power 
never tires, never concedes final defeat, depends on hidden hand 
methods, and never comes out in the open, except it is compelled or 
finds itself in the position to dictate; and 

Whereas, A cry is being voiced throughout the State, preached 
on a hundred platforms and reechoed with one consent by the wet 
press of the State, that the saloon is not an issue in the election this 
fall, and that it is gone forever; and 

Whereas, A candidate for the Governship of Iowa appeals for the 
suffrages of the Iowa electorate, whose record in legislative matters 
has placed him by almost common consent of both wets and drys as 
active in support of the interests which represent the legalized saloon, 
always on their side when a close fight is on for anything which 
friends of prohibition ardently desire and never with the enemies of 
the saloon except when overwhelming victory for them was a fore- 
gone conclusion. 

Therefore be it resolved: The Iowa Annual Conference of the 

Methodist Episcopal Church declares itself unalterably opposed to 
the election of any man to office in the State of Iowa whose official 
attitude, past and present, presents any question whatsoever as to 
his loyalty to the cause of prohibition.

TEMPERANCE 

Gratefully recognizing the general advance of the cause of tem- 
perance and prohibition throughout the entire country, we hopefully 
look forward to the day, we trust not far in the future, when the 
beverage liquor traffic shall have become a thing of the past. We 
respectfully urge upon our National Congress the prompt submission 
to the several states of our Union, such an amendment to our Feder- 
al constitution as shall, when ratified, effectually abolish the Traffic. 

We heartily endorse the action of our last General Conference in 
providing so generously for the support and efficiency of our Church 
Temperance Society. The deliverance of the General Conference on 
political action should receive special attention at this time. They 
say, inpart:

PREACHERS’ AID SOCIETY 

Your special committee on “Preachers Aid Society” report as 
follows: 

That we, the ministers of the Iowa Annual Conference, do organize 
among ourselves, and by the adoption of these resolutions declare 
ourselves so organized, a society to be known as “The Preachers Aid 
Society of the low^a Annual Conference”, the object of w^hich shall be 
as follows, namely — 1st, to pay for the printing and mailing of the 
death notice of any member of this conference. 2nd, to provide 
flowers at an expense not to exceed five dollars, for the funeral of the 
deceased brother. 3rd, to pay the expenses of delegates not to exceed 
two in number, when appointed by the conference or a Dist. Supt. to 
attend said funeral. 4th, to pay to the w^idow, estate, or administra- 
tor of such brother the amount of ONE HUNDRED DOLLARS 
($100.00), said amount to be paid within ten days after said death 
and in no case to exceed the amount obtained from the assessment. 

Resolved, that the above funds shall be provided by an assess- 
ment of ONE DOLLAR upon each member of the conference, or sup- 
ply at his option, the death notice serving as notice of assessment, and 
upon the receipt of w^hich, said member and supplies shall remit their 
dollar at once to the secretary of this conference, who shall consti- 
tute the secretary and treasurer of this organization. 

Resolved, that in order that there may be funds in the treasury 
with which to meet promptly the above appropriations tbe members 
shall pay one assessment in advance.

MEMOIRS 



JOHN S. FERGUSON 

John S. Ferguson was born October 15, 1830, in Veaver County, 
Pennsylvania, and died at the home of his daughter, Mrs. Oldham, 
Keokuk, Iowa, December 6, 1915, in the eighty-sixth year of his age. 
He came to Iowa in the Fall of 1848 and first resided in Marshall 
County, on a farm. He was married to Jerusha H. Odell in Muscatine 
County, Iowa, March 2, 1854. He enjoyed the companionship of his 
wife fifty years, her death occurring March 25, 1904, in Keokuk, Iowa, 
at the age of sixty-eight years. The children of this union who sur- 
vived are George S. Ferguson, Elmer J. Ferguson, Charles H. Fergu- 
son and Mrs. Oldham of Keokuk, Iowa, and Thomas D. Ferguson, of 
Galesburg, Illinois. When the Civil War broke out, he enlisted on 
August 9, 1862, in Company F, Twenty-eighth Iowa Infantry, as a 
private, but later was promoted to Sergeant. He served in all the war 
engagements with his regiment until April 8, 1864. At the battle of 
Sabine Cross-roads, in Louisiana, he lost his right arm at the elbow 
and received thirteen wounds beside from a schrapnel shell. He was 
taken prisoner on this field by the Confederates and held for ninety- 
five days at Mansfield, when parolled and brought to the Keokuk 
hospital, and when fully recovered from his wounds was discharged 
from further service. 

In the Fall of 1865, at the Conference held in Mt. Pleasant, Iowa, 
he was admitted in a class of five, all of whom have died save B. A. 
Wright, who long since has been on the retired list. At this Confer- 
ence he was appointed to Farmington circuit and continued in effi- 
cient service in the Iowa Conference until the Fall of 1878. 

At the Conference held in Brooklyn, Iowa, he was granted at his 
own request a supernumerary relation. He was appointed soon after 
this retirement from the active ministry by the Government, as a 
reward for faithful service in the army. Superintendent of the Nation- 
al Cemetery at Jefferson City, Missouri, from which post he was 
transferred to Keokuk, where he served efficiently as Superintendent 
of the National Cemetery here. 

He was a devoted member of the G. A. R. and the Order of Odd 
Fellows. For eighteen years he made his home with his daughter, 
Mrs. Oldham. Death was largely due to old age. The funeral ser- 
vices were held by the pastor of Trinity Church, Keokuk, Iowa, Dr. 
F. C. Edwards. 



GEORGE HARVEY HANAWALT 

George Harvey, son of William and Sarah Hanawalt, was born in 
Effingham County, Illinois, October 31, 1859, and died in Mediapolis, 
Iowa, March 8 1916. The family came to Iowa, locating at Clinton, 
where, at the age of fifteen, he was converted at a campmeeting a 
few miles from the city, and united with the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. 

When he was eighteen years of age the family moved to Deep 
River, Poweshiek County, where on the farm he grew to manhood. 
He was educated in the public schools and Cornell College. Though 
not privileged to complete the course at Cornell, these several years 
did much toward his development not only in intellect but in char- 
acter and spirit. That this was recognized locally is evidenced by 
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the fact that after the Methodist church at Dresden burned and the 
Methodists were using the Presbyterian church as a place of worship, 
the two Sunday Schools meeting together as one, when a Superintend- 
ent must be chosen to succeed an experienced and capable man, who 
was removing from the community, he was selected and faithfully 
did the work. Further testimony of his character and ability is 
seen in the fact that in the absence of the minister on more than one 
occasion he was asked to conduct funeral services and performed the 
duty in a way to bring comfort to bereaved hearts. 

On the 13th of March, 1888, he was unitdd in marriage with 
Eltta L. Hollingsworth of a most estimable Presbyterian family in 
the community, who through almost twenty-eight years has proven 
herself a helpmate in every way, entering sympathetically and 
heartily into all his work. 

After two years on the farm together they went to Cowles, Ne- 
braska, to engage in business. Here they remained about two years 
and then returned to Deep River where four more years were spent 
in the mercantile business. During this period, in a meeting con- 
ducted by Reverend Isaac Borts, the pastor, assisted by Luella 
Woodard, Brother and Sister -Hanawalt were led to a full consecration 
of their lives to the Master for any service to which he might call 
them. A short time thereafter he was asked to preach, one Sunday 
at Beulah Church on the Deep River circuit, and at Keswick on an 
adjacent charge. He went, covenanting with God that evidence of his 
presence and help that day would be taken as a call to the ministry. 
He returned from the day’s duties with a clear consciousness of 
Divine acceptance and soon thereafter received license to preach. 
The license was given at the Session of the Oskaloosa Conference 
held in Thornburg, Iowa, is dated July 31, 1895, and signed by T. B. 
Hughes, presiding elder. 

The following September 1895, he was appointed to supply the 
Beacon circuit, which he did most acceptably, and at the end of the 
year, at the session of the Conference held in Knoxville, Bishop John 
P. Newman presiding, he was received on trial September 14th and 
appointed to Beacon, and a year later reappointed. 

In 1898 he was ordained Deacon by Bishop Vincent at Monte- 
zuma. In 1900 at the Conference held in Bloomfield Bishop J. H. Wal. 
den presiding, he was ordained Elder. 

His appointments have been as follows: Beacon, 1895; Delta, 

1898; Victor, 1902; Mt. Pleasant Circuit, 1906; New Sharon, 1910; 
Mediapolis, 1912. 

His ministry has been a blessing and a benediction to many; to 
the old because of the evidence of his own maturity, and to the young 
because of his sunny spirit and optimism which never suffered an 
eclipse. In these charges he was privileged to see the result of his 
consecrated services in countless ways, but never without that crown- 
ing achievement, souls seeking and finding a Saviour. Earth and 
time are the richer for his ministry and what Heaven holds and will 
yet receive only the records of Eternity Avill reveal. 

He is survived by his mother, Mrs. Sarah Hanawalt, of Ames; 
one brother, B. S., of Deep River; two sisters, Mrs. O. E. Wasser and 
Mrs. Anna Scoville, of Ames; his wife and three daughters, Helma L. 
and Georgia Lillian, at home, and Helen, wife of Rev. E. W. Stodg- 
hill, of Libertyville; and one grandchild, Merrill Edward Stodg- 
hill. 

By his death a family circle is broken and an earthly home im- 
poverished but how glorious the faith that sees the house not made 
with hands, and the broken made complete in glad reunions where 
partings shall be no more. 

His sickness was somewhat protracted. For several weeks he 
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had been under a physician’s care and at first his condition occasion- 
ed alarm because of the abnormally high blood pressure, but this 
seemed to yield to skillful treatment. Ten days previous to his death, 
family and friends were hopeful, almost confident of his speedy re_ 
covery, but unexpectedly on the above date, at 5 A. M., he ceased to 
live, and passed from his labor to reward. 

Funeral services were held in the Methodist Episcopal Church 
at Mediapolis, at 2 P. M., March 10th, in charge of District Superin- 
tendent C. L. Tennant. Some 36, ministerial brethren of the Iowa 
Conference and local ministers of other churches attended this ser- 
vice. Those participating were Revs. C. L. Stafford, W. H. Heppe, 
Thomas Osborn, W. A. Longnecker, C. B. Hankins and T. J. Mye-rs. 
A funeral service also was held at Deep River, March 11th, under 
the direction of T. J. Myers. A number of his brethren attended 
this service, also friends from Mediapolis. After suitable words of 
sympathy spoken by his ministerial brethren present, the formal 
burial services were conducted according to the ritual of our Church, 
in the Deep River cemetery. 



IRA O. KEMBLE 

Dr. Ira O. Kemble, for fifty years a member of the Iowa Confer- 
ence, passed away after a brief attack of pneumonia, on March 30, 
1916, at his home in Oskaloosa. 

For the past decade he had held the retired relation with head- 
quarters at Central Church, where he was loved by the whole people. 
Dr. Kemble was a strong second to his pastor, a wise counsellor, a 
man of seasoned and ready speech and an active participant in ail 
forms of church life. His mind was alert and virile to the last, hav- 
ing the forward look even in old age, and a zeal which waxed warm 
in support of the great forward movement of the presentl Jay. The 
adult bible class of more than one hundred men and women over 
.whom he presided with rare ability as a teacher, were devoted to him 
as to a father. He was also highly esteemed as a force for righteous- 
ness in the city, being continuously re-elected as President of tne 
Ministers’ Alliance. At the time of his death he was Chairman of 
the Public Welfare League. He was generally regarded as a sane, 
well-poised, ripened saint, full of years and good works. 

Dr. Kemble was born near Lisbon, Ohio, in 1835, where he was 
also converted and received his call to preach while yet a lad. In 
1848 he came to Iowa where later he entered educational work and 
was chosen to superintend the first’ High School to be opened in 
Oskaloosa. 

In 1865 he entered the Iowa Conference on trial and received 
Pella as his first appointment. He later served a term as Presiding 
Elder on the Muscatine district and occupied a number of the leading 
pastorates of the Conference. He was a loyal friend and supporter of 
the Iowa Wesleyan College and served from 1876 to 1878 as Principal 
of the Academy and as Financial Agent from 1877 to 1878. 

His fifty years in the gospel ministry were officially recognized 
at the late session of this Conference, which invited him to preach a 
semi-centennnial sermon at this session of the annual Conference. 
That sermon which had already begun to take shape in his mind was 
cut short like an unfinished poem by the swift stroke of the Silent 
Reaper. 

Before his ministerial brethren, I. O. Kemble bore the mind of the 
Master and lived as a brother indeed, while to many of the younger 
men who knew him intimately he was regarded and loved as a father, 
prophet and confessor. 
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LUCY POPHAM ZIMMERMAN 

Lucy Popham, the daughter of William and Rebecca Shipley Pop- 
ham, was born in Iowa County, Iowa, May 20th, 1864, where she grew 
to young womanhood, interested in the family, in the life of the rural 
community and in the public school. She then attended the Iowa City 
Academy, where she graduated in 1881. She made a special study of 
music and was well known in Iowa County as a successful teacher 
in the public schools and of music, when on December 24, 1889, she 
was married to C. R. Zimmerman, who was then Superintendent of 
the public schools of Williamsburg, Iowa. 

*In 1891 Mr. Zimmerman, with the full sympathy of his wife, en- 
tered the ministry and joined the Iowa Conference, and together they 
served the different charges, happy in the varied experiences of their 
itinerancy. Mrs. Zimmerman was particularly well qualified for the 
duties of a wife of a Methodist preacher, and was always much ap- 
preciated by the people whom they were called to serve. 

In 1914, through Dr. Oldham, the Church called them to the 
Malaysia Mission field. Mrs. Zimmerman was very happy as well as 
very useful in the Mission until July, 1915, when she was attacked 
with acute valvular heart trouble. Although she had the attention of 
well qualified physicians and adequate service in the European Hos- 
pitals, yet she was unable to overcome the disease in the enervating 
tropical climate. On November 8, 1915, in the European Hospital at 
Singapore, with her husband and daughter at her side, she passed 
beyond, declaring with almost her last breath her triumphant faith 
in Christ. In the beautiful European cemetery, Bididari, at Singa- 
pore, the earthly remains were laid to rest with impressive funeral 
services, conducted by Drs. Shellabear, Mansell, Cherry and Oeschli, 
in the presence of about forty missionaries. 

The following is taken from the Year Book of the Malaysia Con- 
ference: 

“Brother and Sister Zimmerman and their daughter, Amy, came 
to the Malaysia Mission field on the 28th of April, 1914, from Maren- 
go, Iowa, representing the Iowa Conference. 

It was very early in the lives of both of these staunch Methodists 
that the missionary purpose was born in their hearts. He was a 
student volunteer in Iowa State University. After leaving school he 
entered educational work, but shortly after his marriage to Lucy 
Popham, whose grandfather was a Methodist preacher, they both 
placed their lives at the service of the church. She was instrumental 
in organizing four auxiliaries of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society in Iowa. 

It was not until they were both about the age of fifty, and their 
daughter nearly grown, that the call came direct to go to the mission 
field. The zeal and enthusiasm for missions had not been lessened 
during all these years, and when Dr. W. F. Oldham, during a visit to 
their home in Marengo in 1913, brought to them the urgent need of 
Malaysia, it did not take them long to answer the call. It was thus 
the unique situation occured, that this entire family — father, mother 
and daughter — closed up their affairs in the pastorate of Marengo, 
and came to Malaysia. 

When they arrived they were located at Kuala Lumpur, where 
they served most faithfully until Mrs. Zimmerman’s last illness, ex- 
cepting a short period in which Miss Amy was in the Girls’ School at 
Taipeng. 

They found their way into the hearts of all who knew them, es- 
pecially the young people and all classes of Asiatics with whom they 
came in contact, and if it be mentioned that their service seemed but 
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short, it can be truly said that the Lord Jesus Christ was lifted up 
in their lives in a way that never can be effaced. 

She died as beautifully as she lived. Her illness was one of 
length (about four months) and at times some suffering. When it 
began to appear to her that the end was near, it was truly refreshing 
to one’s soul to go to her sick room and feel the atmosphere surround- 
ing one so ready to die — no fear, no anguish — only that heavenly 
peace which accompanies one whose life has fulfilled the Will of God. 

Her husband and daughter have gone back to America leaving a 
grave in this far Eastern land, out on the firing line of Christ’s ad- 
vancing army. She finished her life course not where the task was 
easy, but where it was lonely and hard; and to those who saw her live 
and die it must appear that she is now numbered with the saints of 
God.’' 



ANGELICA GRACE LEWIS 

Mrs. Angelica Grace Lewis was the daughter of Dr. and Mrs. J. 
M. Anderson. She was born in Montrose, Iowa, January the 3rd, 1858, 
and met her death in a railroad wreck, at Packard, Iowa, June 2nd,, 
1916. This data shows that she was granted fifty-eight years, four 
months and twenty.nine days for her earth’s pilgrimage. 

Mrs. Lewis grew to young womanhood in her native town and 
there she met and loved Mr. Leroy F. Crane, r.o whom she gave her 
hand in marriage, December the 26th, 1877. As Mr. Crane died in the 
spring of 1885 his widow became the wife of the Rev. J. W. Lewis, a 
member of the Iowa Annual Conference, January the 2nd, 1889. She 
was again widowed by the death of Rev. Lewis which occurred in the 
late summer of 1898. Brother Lewis was finishing the third year of 
his pastorate at the Main Street Church, Ottumwa, when he answered 
the summons and passed into the Great Beyond. His Presiding Elder, 
the Rev. D. C. Smith, conducted the funeral service. 

Beside other relatives she is survived by her children, Mr. John 
A. Crane, of Los Angeles; Mrs. H. G. Rideout, Toppinish, Washing- 
ton; Mrs. Jasper Smith, Los Angeles; Miss Mary Lewis, Mason City, 
Iowa. 

Funeral services were held in Mason City and in the Main Street 
Church, Ottumwa, where was reproduced, as far as possible, the 
service held over the body of her husband eighteen years before. 
Part of the same singers sang and the Rev. D. C. Smith was the 
principal speaker. Also the Rev. J. C. Kendrick spoke. 

Following the death of Rev. Lewis his widow became the 
matron of the Oddfellow’s home in Mason City. The following quo- 
tation from a Mason City newspaper shows that her religion was of 
the practical sort. “The widow of a Methodist minister, she had seen 
all phases of young life, its joys and its dangers. She had passed 
through the deep waters of affliction and the refining fires of sorrow, 
and this with her splendid mental equipment and business tact, and 
all the attributes of devoted motherhood made her an ideal matron 
for the Home where she was worshipped by the young and old alike. 
It falls to few women in this life to combine the finer sensibilities of 
womanhood with such a splendid spirit of comradeship, good cheer, 
optimism, and executive leadership; and although her loss to the in- 
stitution will be regarded as a calamity, the poignant grief in the 
hearts of the Home and the community, strikes deeper and is evi- 
dence of the wealth of esteem and affection held for the departed 
woman; for her inherent worth as it friend, companion, and mother, 
and her unselfish work in the great field of the amelioration of sor- 
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row, suffering and loneliness and splendid uplift and inspiration which 
her genial presence and wise counsel inspired made her dear to all. 
Her life was devoted to the Kingdom of God, and it was lived so close 
to Him that no one doubts but that when the shock of the wreck came 
and the rushing flood covered her, battling for life, that she calmly 
placed her hand in the hand of the Father, with the prayer on her 
lips, she had so many times sung:- 

“Jesus, Lover of my soul. 

Let me to Thy bosom fly. 

While the nearer waters roll. 

While the tempest still is high 
Hide me, O my Savior, hide. 

Till the storm of life is past; 

Safe into the haven guide, 

O receive my soul at last.” 



RACHEL THORN 

“God’s finger touched her and she slept”, was never said more 
truly than of Mrs. Rachel Thorn, wife of W. G. Thorn. She quietly 
slept away on Monday night,, July 3rd, 1916 at eleven o’clock, having 
been a sufferer from tumorous cancer for several months. The last 
few weeks it had affected her heart, but she had not seemed worse 
than common, in fact she was able to ride out in the car on Monday 
morning. 

Last winter Rev. and Mrs. Thom went to California to spend the 
winter, not that either was ill but they had relatives there and liked 
the climate. Sister Thorn developed a cough which rather worried 
them so they took her to a doctor in Pasadena who pronounced Iier 
trouble bronchitis. She did not improve and noticed a lump on her 
breast so they went back and the doctor said she had a cancer and 
must be operated on at once. Later Dr. Chas. Mayo happened to be in 
Los Angeles and examined her carefully. He said an operation was 
not wise, and told her to be as comfortable as possible, that nothing 
could be done. She met it like the Christian that she was, .utterly 
without flinching. About the first of May she returned to Washington. 
Throughout all sickness she was patient and cheerful. No one ever 
heard her complain. “The Lord has taken me through many troubles 
and I will not complain now”, she said. She was absolutely unself- 
ish and would sacrifice anything for her husband and children, and 
not even know she was sacrificing. She was an ideal wife for a 
minister, ready to go anywhere the church sent him, and taking an 
active part in all the church activities. She made an extra effort to 
know all the women of the church and everyone knew her. People in 
trouble or with sickness realized her sterling worth for she was al- 
ways ready to help, and was one of the best of neighbors. 

It was of others Sister Thorn thought first, and on Monday even- 
ing when she kissed her daughter Rose goodnight, the daughter who 
had left her home in Chicago to come and care for her mother, there 
was only a lingering kiss and no hint that she realized the end 
near. But to her husbpnd she said, “Stay near me tonight and pray 
that all may be well”. When he reminded her that “All that is dear 
to us is in God’s hands”, she replied “That is true”. With such a 
consecration and faith she fell asleep to awake in the Glory World. 

Rachel Mary Young, the second child of Wesley and Anna Eliza 
Young, was born November 2nd, 1843, in a little town. in Van Buren 
County, in Iowa, called Philadelphia. The name was afterwards 
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changed to Kilbourn. Soon after her birth her parents moved to 
Davis County, Iowa. It was in this county near Bloomfield that she 
met Rev. Thorn, then a young Methodist minister, to whom she was 
married April 23, 1869. For forty-seven years she was the devoted 
companion of this faithful minister of the Gospel. 

A more beautifully solemn occasion than the funeral of Sister 
Thorn could not be imagined. It was held on the shaded lawn of their 
home under the trees she loved so well. There was a large crowd, 
for she had hosts of friends and people came in their automobiles for 
miles. Her pastor. Rev. L. M. Grigsby, delivered the funeral address. 
He was assisted in the services by H. F. Gilbert, U. S. Smith, W. R. 
Stryker, C. L. Stafford, J. A. Boatman and G. L. Minear. The other 
ministers present were J. F. Barnett, W. B. Ireland, T. C. Kennedy, T. 
F. Barker, F. S. Seeds, W. H. Dillon, O. E. McBride and A. W. Mc_ 
Blain.

Of the Special Session of the Iowa Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church 

Ottumwa, Iowa, February 17th, 1916. 

In accordance with the call issued by Bishop F. M. Bristol 
at the request of the District Superintendents of the Conference, 
the Iowa Annual Conference met in a special session in the First 
Methodist Episcopal church, Ottumwa, Iowa, Thursday, Febru- 
ary 17th, 1916, under the presidency of resident Bishop F. M. 
Bristol, who called the Conference to order at 10;15 a. m.

Report. —President Schell made the following report for the 
committee of five appointed at preceding session held at Cen- 
terville, to consider the proposed merger with Parsons College, 
and the report was accepted by vote of the Conference: 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF FIVE. 

Your committee of FIVE appointed by the Iowa Conference at 
Centerville to investigate the terms of the invitation to merge with 
Parsons College beg leave to report as follows: 

After a painstaking investigation of all the possibilities of re- 
location and merger proposed to us after two special sessions of 
the Board of Trustees; and a special meeting with the Parsons com- 
mittee; after much correspondence and friendly debate among in-

dividual members composing the committee, on Dec. 6th, 1915, we 
proposed to the Commercial Club of Mt. Pleasant, that if they 
would raise $100,000 in good subscription notes bearing 5 per cent, 
interest and three years maturity we would immediately thereafter 
enter upon a campaign to raise an additional $150,000 from outside 
and county sources. 

This subscription was duly completed on Jan. 28th, and on Feb. 
2nd the subscriptions were canvassed, and found adequate in the 
sum of $100,000. Upon that date also, deeming it wise to secure the 
merger of Parsons college with Iowa Wesleyan, if possible, we ap- 
pointed a special committee to invite the merger of Parsons col- 
lege with the Iowa Wesleyan at Mt. Pleasant and upon the tentative 
terms proposed by Parsons to the Conference at Centerville, Sep- 
tember, 1915. We made fitting report for all our actions to the 
Board of Trustees and have their full approval to some resolutions 
that we hereby submit to the Conference for its action at this extra- 
ordinary session.

Floor Privilege . — On motion of C. L. Tennantthe privilege of 
the floor was extended to members of the Board of Trustees of 
the College and of the committee at Mt. Pleasant, who are not 
members of the Conference. 

Resolutions. — The resolutions of the Board of Trustees 
adopted at their meeting in Mt. Pleasant on the preceding day 
were presented by C. L. Tennant. 

On motion of R. L. Patterson the report was taken up seriatim. 

A(iJourn?nent. — On motion of W. P. Stoddard it was ordered 
that when we adjourn, we adjourn at 11:45 to meet at 1:30 p. m. 

On motion of H. F. Gilbert resolution number one was 
adopted. 

Adjournmezit. — The Conference adjourned by expiration of 
time, prayer being offered by Bishop Bristol. 

AFTERNOON. 

The afternoon session opened with song, followed by prayer, 
Editor E. R. Zaring leading. 

7?^?//.— The roll of absentees from the morning session was 
called, and their names and those of members who might come 
in later ordered included with those present at the opening in 
the morning. 

hitrodticed.— 'Editors E. R. Zaring and O. B. Chassell, Rev. 
W. R. Keesey, pastor at Fairfield, and the following members of 
the Board of Trustees and of the Mt. Pleasant committee, were 
introduced: Hugh Cole, Carl Williams, W. A. Hanna, W. J.

Reconsideration.— On motion of E. J. Shook the Conference 
voted to reconsider its action by which resolution number one 
was adopted. The resolution was amended by the suggestion 
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of several persons so that it was made to read: “That we request 
the President and Board of Trustees of the College to at once f 

arrange a campaign for $500,000.00, of which Mt. Pleasant and \ 

Henry county are to provide $100,000.00 of the first quarter mil- ’ | 

lion dollars and $50,000.00 of the second quarter million, and j 

further that the income of this $50,000.00 shall be applied toward j 

the establishment of a Department of Agriculture.” * 

The resolution was discussed at length, almost two hours 
being given thereto. Besides the members of the Conference 
participating, every member of the Board of Trustees and the 
Mt. Pleasant committee were also heard. When put to a vote, 
the resolution was unanimously adopted by a rising vote. 

Resolutions numbers 2, 3 and 5 were adopted by a show ot 
hands. Resolution number 4 was adopted by a rising vote at 
the call of the Secretary, after which the resolutions as a whole 
were adopted, the resolutions reading as follows: 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Inasmuch as the committee of FIVE appointed by the Conference 
at Centerville (and likewise appointed by the Board of Trustees of 
Iowa Wesleyan) to confer with a like committee appointed by the 
Parsons Board of Trustees, after a patient investigation of the op- 
portunities for relocation and merger open to the institution, and 
while assembled as a joint committee with Parsons representatives 
passed resolutions: (I) —That in view of the fact that twenty insti- 

tutions were crowded into Iowa on or east of a line drawn north 
and south across Iowa through Ames andDes Moines the question 
of merger was before every Eastern Iowa college; (2) that there 
was room for only one Christian college in the territory covered by 
the Iowa Conference; and deeming it best for the Conference that 
the college under the patronage of the Conference should remain 
at Mt. Pleasant if it was possible to maintain it there, made offer 
to the Commercial Club of Mt. Pleasant that if the city and Henry 
county would subscribe $100,000 in 5 per cent, notes with three years 
maturity, of which $30,000 should be in cash or notes with collater- 
al, and pledged the college that if such an amount was so subscrib- 
ed it would enter at once upon a campaign to raise $150,000 from 
outside sources; and, inasmuch as Mt. Pleasant and Henry coun- 
ty has met these conditions, and after a careful conyass the com- 
mittee of FIVE has approved the subscription as representing a 
full $100,000 and surplus; and, inasmuch as this action obligates the 
the College to remain at Mt. Pleasant, raise $150,000 from outside 
sources, or return the principal sum already subscribed in Mt. 

Pleasant and Henry county; and considering the constituency, the 
long location, and freedom from other distractions and deeming 
Mt. Pleasant to be the place most advantageous for the location of 
either a union college or the continuance of our Conference insti- 
tution, therefore. 

Resolved, (1). That we request the President and Board of 
Trustees of the College to at once arrange a campaign for $500,- 
000.00, of which Mt. Pleasant and Henry county are to provide 
■$1()0,000.00 of the first quarter million dollars and $50,000.00 of the 
second quarter million, and further, that the income from this 
$50,000.00 shall be applied toward the establishment of a Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. (Unanimously adopted by a rising vote.) 

(2)'. In our judgment this campaign should begin by letter, 
newspaper and bulletin publicity as soon as possible; that there

should be an exchangee of pastors to discuss this question on 
March 12th; that as many educators and Bishops as can be secured 
should be invited to participate in the launchinj;^ of the campaign 
in individual charges; that the four districts should be organized 
under the leadership of the superintendents, and that the whole 
campaign terminate April 25th. 

(3) . That we pledge ourselves individually and collectively to 
this essential endowment movement, and by cordial communica- 
tion, hearty co-operation, and by continuing much in prayer, serve 
to bring it to a successful outcome. 

(4) . That we express to Bishop Bristol our heartfelt apprecia- 
tion for his prompt call of the Conference together in special ses- 
sion, for his presence among us, and for his enthusiastic pledge 
of co-operation. 

(5) . In view of the heavy past and prospective expenditures on 

the part of the college, and to beget the fullest confidence in our de- 
termination to persist in our educational endeavor, we urge our 
brethren to secure the full 50 cents per member for the educational 
collection this year.

Resolution.— On motion of C. S. Cooper the Conference con- 
curred in a petition addressed to Hon. C. W. Ramseyer, M. C., 
and the Iowa delegation in Congress, calling for the speedy pas- 
sage of the Webb-Smith prohibition resolution and the Shep- 
herd-Barkley bill, and the Secretary was instructed to forward 
the resolution to Mr. Ramseyer.

— On motion of H. C. Millice the Secretary was in- 
structed to publish the minutes of the special session, to distrib- 
ute two copies to each member, and to preserve a sufficient num- 
ber to bind with the next issue of the Conference Year Book. 

Address.— request. Editor E. R. Zaring addressed the 
Conference. 

Appreciation .—On motion of C. L. Tennant the Conference 
by a rising vote expressed its appreciation of the presence and 
helpful counsel of the members of the Mt. Pleasant and Henry 
county committee, and also for their splendid service in the 
Henry county campaign. 

Minutes.-The minutes of the session were read and approved. 

— Announcements were made, the doxology 
was sung and the Conference adjourned with prayer.

Messrs. Hingeley, Beck, Stickney, Bellamy and Jarvis having 
been delegates to the last General Conference, their addresses and 
remarks were a full report to the Association from that body. 

Adjourned for the day. 

Saturday’s Session. 

After attending the opening exercises of the Annual Conference, 
at which Bishop McConnell gave his charge to the candidates enter- 
ing the Conference, Association assembled in the College Chapel, and 
at 9:30 was called to order by the President. 

Devotionals were led by the President; Prayer by Wm. H. Hamil- 
ton. 

On motion it was decided to have a nominating committee, and 
the chair appointed Burr Phelps, Dr. W. B. LaForce, Lincoln Noble 
and D. B. Addleman as this committee. 

Address — “The Sunday School is the Great Opportunity for Christ- 
ian Laymen”, Dr. W. B. LaForce, Ottumwa, followed by able and in- 
teresting remarks by Miss Elizabeth Dean, District Sunday School 
Secretary for the Oskaloosa District, and others. 

The Association then listened with great interest to two strong 
and able evangelistic addresses, the first “Lay Evangelism” by Hon. 
W. H. Hamilton, leader of the Sigourney Men’s Gospel Team, and 
Burr Phelps, Captain of the Knoxville Team. At the close of Brother 
Phelp’s address a consecration service was held. 

Moved and seconded: — That a committee be appointed to recom. 
mend to the Annual Conference that they hear Bro. Hamilton before 
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they adjourn. Carried. C. E. Burdine and the Secretary are appoint- 
ed as this committee, and Bro. Burdine reports after conferring with 
the Annual Conference, that they had already made arrangements 
that Bro. Hamilton make an address at the anniversary of the Tem- 
perance Society this evening. 

On motion adjourned to meet at 1:30 p. m. 



Afternoon Session. 

Called to order at 1:30 by President Phelps. 

The Bishop not having arrived Dr. LaForce was appointed a 
committee to ascertain at what time we can expect the Bishop to 
address us. 

On motion the Treasurer was instructed to pay bill of $6.63 for 
publishing minutes of Lay Electoral Conference of 1915 in conference 
year book, and also to pay the yearly dues of $5.00 to the General 
Conference Association. 

Word is received from Bishop McConnell, through the committee, 
that he will not address us this afternoon. 

B. B. Knott, of Wellman, who was to address the Association on 
the topic: “Our Membership”, not being present, Dr. W. P. Gardner 
made an address on the topic, which was followed by quite a lengthy 
discussion of the same. 

The Committee on Resolutions report the following resolutions, 
which were on motion adopted: 

As Laymen, we recognize that God is calling us to greater spirit- 
ual activities than we have heretofore engaged in, and we see in the 
gospel team movement, opportunities presented us for active work in 
building up the Kingdom of Christ, and humbly yet gladly will we 
take our places therein. 

We rejoice in the awakened conscience of the Church in regard 
to caring for our retired ministers and the widows and orphans of 
the men who have given their lives to the service of the Church. We 
call for the early completion of the One Hundred Thousand Dollar 
Permanent Fund, and pledge our Conference Agent, Rev. J. C. Ken- 
drick, our hearty co-operation to bring it to pass, so that the time 
may soon come when they who give their lives to the ministry of our 
church may be assured of a comfortable support in their declining 
years. 

We are glad to record the success which attended the campaign 
for raising the endowment for our college, and call upon the members 
of our churches to speedily release the Commercial Club of Mt. Pleas- 
ant from the additional Fifty Thousand which they have under.writ- 
ten. We now look to see Iowa Wesleyan moving out to the achieve- 
ment of greater victories than any recorded in her past history. 

In the present crisis of the temperance cause, we stand unquali- 
fiedly upon the platform announced by our General Conference at 
Saratoga Springs, looking toward the complete prohibition, both state 
and national, of the liquor traffic. We recognize that the present is a 
crucial period in the history of our state and pledge ourselves and 
urge all lovers of country, home and the Church to use their utmost 
effort to secure the election to executive and legislative positions of 
men who stand for submitting to the vote of our people the prohibi- 
tory amendment and for the enactment and enforcement of laws mak- 
ing such amendment effective. 

We endorse the position taken by our General Conference upon 
the Labor question, believing it to state the eminently right and just 
relation which should be maintained by our church. 
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We commend our officers for the splendid program presented, and 
thank those taking part in the same. We urge our churches to take 
greater interest in our annual meetings by sending full delegations 
to future sessions.

The Committee appointed to revise our Constitution reported the 
following which was on motion adopted: 

Constitution and ByJ^aws, Laymen’s Association^ Iowa Conference. 

Name — Art. 1. This organization shall be known as “The Lay- 
men’s Association” of Iowa Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. 

Object — Art. 2. The object of this Association shall be for mutual 
helpfulness in things Spiritual, Intellectual and Social, thereby the 
better enable us to hold up the pastor’s hands, to assist and accom- 
plish the work of the Lord which is laid upon the laymen of this 
Conference. 

Membership — Art. 3. Each lay member of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church within the bounds of the Iowa Conference is a member 
of this Association, and eligible to election as a delegate to the an- 
nual meeting. 

Officers — Art. 4. The officers of this Association shall consist of 
a President, a Vice-President for each district in the Conference, 
Secretary and Treasurer, all of whom shall be elected by a majority 
vote of the delegates present at the annual meeting, and shall hold 
their offices for one year or until their successors are elected. The 
Vice-Presidents must hold membership in their respective districts. 
The duties of all officers shall be such as usually devolve upon such 
in kindred organizations. 

Executive Committee — Art. 5. There shall be an Executive Com. 
mittee, which shall consist of the officers named in Art. 4 hereof, of 
which four shall constitute a quorum. This committee shall make all 
necessary arrangements as to time, place of meeting and program for 
the annual meeting of ihe Association, fill all vacancies in office 
which may occur during the year and perform other needed work. 

Meetings — Art. 6-a. There shall be an annual meeting of the As- 
sociation held at the time and place of the Annual Conference, said 
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meeting to be composed of the officers and two delegates at large 
from each charge in the Iowa Conference and one additional for each 
two hundred members or major fraction thereof in said charge, which 
delegates shall be chosen by the Fourth Quarterly Conference, and in 
such manner as said Conference may determine. 

In the failure of the Fourth Quarterly Conference to act, the said 
delegates may be elected by the official board of the charge, or by the 
membership of the charge at a meeting called by the District Stew- 
ard, who shall preside. 

Each delegate so elected shall hold his office for one year. 

Art. 6-b. In case any charge fails to send a delegate to the annu- 
al meeting, the Association may. by a majority vote of the delegates 
present, seat two lay members present from that charge. 

Art. 6_c. All members of the Association, whether delegates or 
not, sha 1 have the privilege of discussing any topic presented on 
the literary program at the annual meeting. 

Art. 7. The expenses of the delegates attending the annual 
meeting shall be borne by the delegates, or by the charge sending 
them, which will also include annual dues of ONE DOLLAR for each 
charge in the Iowa Conference, to be used in defraying the neces- 
sary expenses of the Association. 

Art. 8. At the opening session of the annual meeting the Presi- 
dent shall appoint the following committees, consisting of one from 
each district: Credentials and Enrollment, Resolutions and Nomina- 

tions. 

Art. 9. This constitution may be amended by a two-thirds vote 
of the delegates present at any annual meeting. 

Art. 10. Order of business.

3 — Appointment of committees. 

4 — Literary program. 

5 — Reports of committees. 

6 — Miscellaneous business including new business.

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REPORT OF CONFERENCE HISTORIAN 

To the Members of the Iowa Conference, 

E>ear Fathers and Brethren; 

A year ago you assigned me to my duty as Conference Historian. 
I have endeavored to discharge the duties of the office as best I 
could, having no line of v/ork laid out by which I might take up the 
task; thus being compelled to feel my way to get the work in hand. 
I have enjoyed the work, and find it growing more interesting as the 
work proceeds. 

The historical part of the conference, and in that sense, of our 
beloved Methodism, has been largely gathered after the events have 
passed by, forgetting that “The events of today become history to- 
morrow”. 

The First History. 

The first attempt at gathering history of Iowa Methodism that I 
find was by a member of our conference, Aaron W. Haines. In 1900 
he published a valuable work on “The Makers of Iowa Methodism”; 
covering, as it does, the early history of Iowa Methodism in general, 
as it related to the entire state. Its value increases with the years, as 
it preserves, to a good degree, much of the early history of the church 
and state. The book was published for the author by Jennings & Pye, 
of our own Book Concern, and was copyrighted by Brother Haines, 
who is now an honored retired minister at Covert, Mich. 

The Second History. 

The second and latest history, was published by another honored 
retired member of our conference. Dr. E. H. Waring, now in the sunset 
of his life, at Oskaloosa. This history, while extending from 18)13 to 
1909, and commencing with early Iowa Methodism, deals particularly 
with tho history of the Iowa Conference. 

Both of these histories are full of interest, and should be in the 
library of ever.v minister or layman who desires to know the history 
of the church in Iowa. 

Tlie New Work. 

In planning my work I have been compelled to work without a 
guide. Perhaps a short review of conference historical action may 
serve to show what has been attempted. In 1871, at the conference 
held in Mt. Pleasant, a committee was named, composed of W. F. 
Cowles, J. H. White and J. Wheeler, to “see about conference records 
and trunk”. I failed to find any report of the committee, but have 
learned at times of the “conference trunk”. At the same conference a 
committee, composed of W. J. Spaulding, J. W. McDonald and E. H. 
Waring, was appointed to “Prepare a Constitution for an Historical 
Society of the Iowa Coonference”. This committee made a report on 
Monday, and the list of officers are published, as is also the first con_ 
stitution on page 17 of the minutes of that year. The first officers 
were: Pres., Anthony Robinson; V. P., Joseph Gassner; Cor. Sec., E. 

H. Waring; Rec. Sec., J. C. Brown; Treas., E. L. Penn, Esq. 

No reference appears again until in 1875, when J. B. Hardy, John 
Wheeler and J. C. W. Coxe were appointed a committee to examine 
the manuscript of E. H. Waring, (page 214 Minutes 1875); the com- 
mittee on Sept. 20th recommending its publication. 

The constitution was published the second time in 1882, on page 
187 of the minutes of that year. The list of officers was printed in 
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1882, 1883, 1884, but I noticed no other reference to the work of the 
society. Again there is. a blank until 1893, when B. H. Waring was 
given permission to examine conference records for historical pur- 
poses, (page 79). Blanks appear again until 1909, when (page 109) 
reference is made to the gift by Dr. E. H. Waring, of a copy of 
“Lowth’s Isaiah, printed in 1778”. On page 109, minutes of 1909, 1. 
O. Kemble, Elias Handy and W. P. Stoddard were appointed a com- 
mittee to prepare plans for the publication of “A History of Iowa 
Methodism, by E. H. Waring, D. D.” A resolution offered by Brother 
Waring, (page 112), was referred to the committee. This resolution 
had to do with a ‘‘conference historical library”. The committee, on 
Sept. 13th, recommended ‘‘That a suitable depository in the library 
building of the Iowa Wesleyan University be prepared, and would 
further recommend that Rev. I. O. Kemble be a committee to take 
charge of these documents and books until such a suitable depository 
be made. Executive committee: Pres., Eugene Allen; Sec., EHias 

Handy; Treas., I. O. Kemble; Additional members, W. P. Stoddard, C. 
L. Stafford.” The constitution was again published this year on page 
152. 

In 1910, page 244, the conference accepted the committee’s report 
on the publication of Waring’s History, and named C. H. Meyers as 
agent. On page 290, of minutes of 1910, the committee of the Histor- 
ical Association reported that “A room had been secured at the Iowa 
Wesleyan College for the reception of these books and papers; and 
that $37.50 be apportioned to each district to properly furnish the 
room”. I find no further reference to the room or whether any money 
had been raised for the purpose named. 

At the session of 1911, page 390, H. A. Ingham, H. W. Munster, 
J. M. McClelland and T. W. Jeffery were named a committee on ‘‘Iowa 
Conference History”. 

Here it seems all reference to Historical matter comes to an end. 
It seems that but little has been done to take care of the historical 
end of the conferenpe. I have taken pains to go over the history as I 
have found it that the conference may see what has been done con- 
cerning ‘‘Historical Matters”. 

The Work of the Year. 

I have been endeavoring to gather, during the year, such items as 
may be of help in preserving the history of the conference. In the 
call sent out I asked for items of history that should be preserved, 
and have provided a file for each district, and one for miscellaneous 
matters, by which I can locate items of history when the place is 
known. I should have asked for items in my call, and do so now, 
commencing with 1910, as Waring’s history closes with 1909. 

“The Hughes Conference.” 

Feeling that the conference is proud of the fact that our con- 
ference was the commencement place of two of our honored bishops, 
Edwin K, and Mathew Simpson Hughes, and that their honored father 
has been for years, and still is a beloved member of our conference, 
I have had the conference picture of 1887, made at Newton, and con- 
taining the faces of Father Hughes and the two honored sons, en- 
larged; placing beneath it a brief history of these events, a copy of 
which is to be placed in the historical department. 

Recommendations. 

In order that we may properly care for Historical items, I desire 
to make the following recommendations: 
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FIRST— That the plans made in 1910, concerning a “Conference | 

room at the college”, be carried out as soon as practicable. 

SECOND — That persons having files of the conference minutes, 
report to the historian, giving the years covered therein, that they 
may be consulted when needed, and possibly put, finally, in the con- 
ference library. 

THIRD — That a complete set be secured, if possible, for the con- 
ference room. 

FOURTH — That members of the conference, or laymen, having 
old copies of the conference minutes to dispose of, bring them to con- 
ference for exchange, or communicate with the historian giving the 
years they have and the price. 

FIFTH — That persons having anything of a historical character 
that pertains to Methodism, that they desire or are willing to place 
in the historical room, communicate with the historian that arrange- 
ments may be made for the transfer. 

SIXTH — That cases be arranged for such articles as should be 
preserved in that way. 

SEVENTH — That pastors and others send to the historian copies 
of dedication programs, anniversary occasions, and such items as will 
best serve to care for the History of Methodism within the bounds of 
the conference. 

I will be glad to get into communication with laymen who may 
have old copies of the minutes, saddle bags, or any old libraries from 
which items of interest to Methodism may be secured. 

The Connectlonal Iowa Methodism. 

I am getting in touch with the historians of the other conferences 
of the state, and thus endeavor to make our history, as much as pos- 
sible, state history. In this, as far as I have been able to get in 
touch with the other historians, I find the same desire; thus making 
each of us of some help to the other, in preserving Methodist history.
